75 years ago.

from A. E. F. 


. headquarters 
at 
Chaumont, 


France. This was in charge of 
Major E. S. Driver. 


John S.-Donald, whose ancest- 


ors were early settlers in the 
community, presided 
over the 


meeting and an 
address was 


rendered by J. B. Brader. 


Albert 0. Barton of Madison 


made the principal address. He 
said: 


"As nearly as we have been 


able to ascertain,,.fhe first white 
man to set foot. orr'Mt. Vernon 
and Primrose soil was Eldred 
S. Halo, long 
a 
resident of 


Primrose afterwards, and whose 
honored widow is president here 
today. In 1831, when a mere 
boy of 15, he 
said he 
went 


through here on the' old Indian 


trail .with his brother, Wash- 
ington, taking a load of Indian 
goods from.Wiota to Fort Win- 
nebago. 


"The first settler, in Mt. Ver- 


non was George Pntchin,'accord- 
ing to letters from his sons and 
other pioneers. Wallace Patch- 
in wrote some years ago: 'My 


' parents came from 
Ohio 
to . 


Primrose in 1845, traveling all 
the way in a lumber wagon. 'In 
the spring of 1S4G they settled 
in Springdale. beside the big, 
spring in Mt. Vernon. My fa- 
ther's wns the first cabin' in that 
valley,-the Hale brothers build- 
ing one about the 
same time 


further down. Soon afterward 
my father traded farms with 
his brother-in-law, Philander 
Nash, in Primrose and we mov- 
ed to what was later the La 
Follette farm.' 


"In 1850 George Britts, no-' 


phew of Joel .Britt, Primrose, 
really founded . Mt. Vernon by 
building a sawmill and platting 
a town. .Joel Britts had previ- 
ously come in 1S47 and bought 
200 acres of land here before 
settling in Primrose. As the 
Britts and Nofsinger families 
had_ originally come from Vir- 
ginia, they named the place Mt. 
Verr.on after Washington's old 
home. The saw mill stood be- 
tween the present jjrrist mill and 
the road. ' In 
1852 Dr. 0. M.

made throughout the 'war, namely, 
that organized labor really repre- 
sents workmen or .wage-earners 
generally notwithstanding that as -a 
matter of fact, at least 85 per 'cent 
of the total are non-union."

WASHINGTON—The peace treaty 


was assailed in the senate today by 
Senator Gronna, re_publican, North 
Dakota, as a violation of President 
Wilson's 14 points and an arrange- 
ment likely to involve the United 
States in many wars. The league of 
nations he characterized as an "un- 
holy alliance," which would make 
this country "the pack horse for the 
governments of Europe, Asia, and 
Africa." 


The ill-famed holy 
alliance of 


1815, ,he asserted, was "as 
much 


superior both in spirit and .form to 
this proposed 'covenant as is the 
Master's Sermon on the~ Mount to 
the'Book of Talmud or the Koran." 


"Demons of War." 


Recalling that he was one of six 


senators who voted against the de- 
claration of war with Germany, the 
North Dakota senator said 
that 


some of those who now wanted the 
league conducted themselves at that 
time like "demons of war." Speak- 
ing of the situation when President 
Wilson asked for the war declara- 
tion, he continued: 


"No one was permitted to discuss 


it. The freedom of speech was not 
only limited but prohibited, and un- 
less you were in a position and will- i 
ing to say 'So sayeth the king," you j 
were denominated as 
pro-German • 


and a traitor. Even before the war 
was declared, it was treason to 'ex- 
press an honest opinion. I felt that 
sufficient information was not given 
by the administration to warrant 
this sudden change. 


"I well remember how some of 


you, who are now clamoring for this 
covenant which you siy will give_an 
immediate peace, were then acting 
as demons of war. We had to 'take 
orders'from the chief executive, and 
regardless' of whether we saw hon- 
est mistakes made or not, no one 
would be allowed to correct them. 


'."But now -you say you hate war, 


nnd you believe in peace. You know 
as well as I do that this covenant 
will not be a promoter of "lasting 
peace." 


Gronna Pays Tribute. 


Asserting' that he had done his 


full duty during the war, Mr. Gron- 
na paid" a tribute to the loyalty of 
citizens of foreign blood, although 
he said many had believed that "we 
should either have entered the war 
at an earlier time or else stayed out 
altogether'." 


He said he 
wanted to 
remind 


"character assassins" that the_ suc- 
cess of the war was not to be at- 
tributed to those who spoke longest 
and loudest. He added that foreign i 
elements who "advocate distruction 
of government" or refused to obey 
the law-should be returned to their 
mother countries. 


The league of nations, the senator 


said, would set up a super-govern- 
ment, while the "treaty's Shantung 
provision would make the 
United 


States a party to 
"robbery .and 


theft."

"Primrose 
and 
Springdale 


have been much alike in history 
and development. 
Both were 


originally settled by Americans 
of old Yankee stock, and both 
were largely taken over after- 
wards 
by 
Norwegian 
immi- 


grants, whose descendants still 
own most of the land. Some Ger- 
mans have come in and of late 
years, quite a few Swiss. Both 
towns have 
remained, purely 


agricultural, the dairy industry 
becoming more and more impor- 
tant. 


"The first Primrose 'settlers 


were mainly two. groups, 
one 


from Ohio 
of 
which 
Robert 


Spears who came in 1S44, was 
first. They included the Spears. 
Smiths, Batchin, Nash, Thomas, 
Underbill and other 
families. 


The second group came mostly 
from Indiana and included such 
families as the Britts, Nofsir.g- 
ers, La Follettes, Ketchums and 
others. In 1846 came the first 
Norwegian, Christian Hendrick- 
son. 
"Other early families were ths 
Hales, Chandlers, Herringtoris, 
Jones, Tollefsons,
